WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The War 
Department announced today that it 
was prepared to receive applications 
for reimbursements of civilians, who 
attended authorized military training 
camps during thepresent year.

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 10.—Dr. Louis Living- 
ston Seaman arrived here today from 
France for the sole purpose of vot- 
ing for Charles E. Hughes. Maj. 
Seaman, surgeon, author, and big 
game hunter, who has been twelve 
times around the world, and who has 
seen fighting in nine wars, including 
the present one, eat in the midst of 
his trophies of jungle and battle- 
field at his home, No. 247 Fifth ave- 
nue, and berated himself for being 
induced to vote for Wilson in the last 
election. 

“To fancy that I, a Republican all 
my life, was gulled into voting for 
Wilson,” were his words. “He has 
isolated us in the world. We haven't 
a friend. Yes, I voted for Mr. Wii-| 
son, but I believe he has done more 
injury to this country than any man 
since Benedict Arnold. ‘He kept us 
out of war.’ No. He has done more 
to invite war than any other man 
who ever sat in the Presidential 
chair.

This opin- 
ion, which, since the beginning of 
the war, has been directed against 
the United States, advocates the use 
of the submarine in accordance 
with the policy inaugurated by 
Grand Admiral Von Tirpitz. It is 
known that Secretary Lansing and 
Ambassador Gerard have been ap- 
prehensive that Germany would re- 
new her submarine campaign, the 
ruthless character ot which was 
suspended only after President Wil- 
son threatened to break off diplo- 
matic reiations with the German 
government. It is the opinion of 
American officials that in ordering 
submarines to attack steamers on 
the United States side of the At- 
lantic, the German authorities were 
moved by a desire to placate public 
opinion. In directing the submarines 
to comply with the pledges. Given 
to President Wilson, the Germans 
hoped at the same time to avoid 
diplomatic troubles with this coun- 
try and further impress upon it the 
desirability of aiding Germany to 
bring about peace. 

It is the belief of the American au- 
thorities that some action must be 
taken to make Germany understand 
the consequences of a return to the 
method of submarine warfare which 
President W descri as in- 
human and barbarous. The opera- 
tions of the German U-boats on Sun- 
day furnish the opportunity. 

The President and his advisers 
realize from what Ambassador Ger- 
ard has reported that there is a 
strong belief in Germany that war 
with the United States would not be 
an unmixed evil, that tthe Unitted 
States could not be of much more 
value to the allies than it has been 
up to date and that on the other 
hand Germany would be free to sink 
the ships carrying munitions, food- 
stuffs and other supplies to England. 
France and Russia. It is the desire 
of the Von Tirpitz following that a 
submarine campaign shall be con- 
ducted which will strike at the food 
supply particularly of England.

WHERE WILSON STANDS. 


| Irrespective of the expectation of 
Grand Admiral Von Tirpitz and his 
followers and of the possibility of 
war consequent upon drastic action, 
President Wilson feels he must take 
some steps to safeguard the im- 
mense commerce of the Unitted 
States. That commerce is threat- 
ened with destruction. Ships with 
millions of dollars of cargoes now 
are being held at American ports, 
their owners apprehensive of sub- 
marine attacks should they permit 
the vessels to put to sea. It is ap- 
parent to the President and his Cabi- 
net that should his condition ob- 
tain for any length of time a serious 
internal situation would be pro 
duced. 

Therefore, they are studying the 
methods to be adopted to cause Ger- 
many to refrain from conducting a 
submarine campaign on the Ameri- 
can side of the Atlantic. It would be 
easier, of course, for the submarines 
to sink ships off our ports of entry 
and departure than in the vicinity 
of England, guarded as it is by nets, 
motor boats, torpedo boats, destroy- 
ers, trawlers and warships from the 
gunboat to the dreadnaught class. 
Self-preservation, it is contended, 
demands that the United States 
shall see that no obstructions are 
put in the way of the arrival and de- 
parture of vessels from its coasts. 
Undoubtedly this will be the basis 
of representation to the German gov- 
ernment just as it has served as a 
basis of representations to the allied 
governments which sought to hold 
up and examine merchantmen on 
this side of the ocean. Three mem- 
bers of the President’s Cabinet, Sec- 
retary of State Lansing, Secre- 
tary of War Baker and Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston, were in New 
York today. In addition, Ambassa- 
dor Gerard and Count von Bern- 
storff, the German Ambassador, are 
here. The President saw M. Jusser- 
and, the French Ambassador, at 
Shadow Lawn today. The President 
will receive Secretary Lansing to- 
morrow. 

PLEDGE RESPECTED. 


A member of the Cabinet said to 
the correspondent that he believed 
from the official reports of American 
naval officers that the U-boats in the 
depredations on Sunday had ob- 
served the pledge given by the Ger- 
man government in May last. The 
submarines had w ed, they had 
permitted passenge and crews to 
take to the small ts and then 
they had destroyed vessels over- 
hauled. This official did not believe, 
however, that small boats offered the 
“place of safety.” which President 
Willson deems necessary. Above all 
he expressed concern over the way 
in which American commerce is en- 
dangered as a result of submarine 
operations in this part of the world. 

Count von Bernstorff is distinctly 
pleased with the declaration of the 
State Department that submarines 
shall be treated precisely as surface 
craft. The allles feel the United 
States has acted in a fashion to aid 
Germany.

New England Coast. 


No German Promise Violated 


so Far, Say Officials. 


Lansing Visits Long Branch 
After Seeing Gerard. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

LONG BRANCH (N. J.) Oct. 10. 
President Wilson and Secretary 
of State Lansing discussed in de- 
tail at Shadow Lawn tonight Ger- 
man submarine attacks on mer- 
chantmen Sunday off the New Eng- 
land coast. The conference wil] be 
continued tomorrow morning. 

It was indicated by officials today 
that facts so far collected through 
governmental agencies have dis- 
closed no grounds for drastic action 
by the United States government 
because of the attacks themselves. 

Administration officials took the 
position that the transferring of 
submarine warfare so close to 
America’s shores was fraught with 
grave danger because of the possi- 
bility of mistakes being made by 
submarine commanders. Reports 
that strong sentiment exists in Ger- 
many for the resumption of subma- 
rine warfare on a broader scale 
caused some alarm among officials. 

POLK’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The announcement of Counsellor 
Polk of the State Department in 
Washington today that the United 
States will refuse to accept the con- 
tention of the Entente ,allies that 
neutrals should deny the use of 
their harbors to all submarines, pre- 
ceded the drrival of Secretary Lans- 
ing here. The President and the Sec- 
retary of State went over this point 
in connection with the discussion 
of the entire issue. 

The arrival of James W. Gerard, 
American Ambassador to Berlin, in 
New York shortly before Mr. Lans- 
ing left that city for Shadow Lawn, 
added interest to the meeting be- 


ing because of the fact that the Sec- 
retary saw Mr. Gerard at luncheon 
in New York. 

AS TO CORRESPONDENCE. 

In discussions of the submarine 
attacks Sunday officials here re- 
ferred to diplomatic correspondence 
between the United States and Great 
Britain beginning in 1914, in which 
the American government protested 
against the patrolling of the Amer- 
fean coast outside the three-mile 
limit by British warships. This was 
pointed to as providing a precedent 
for protesting against the proximity 
of German submarines to the Amer- 
fean coast. 

In the correspondence with Great 
Britain the United States took e 
position that it always had mafn- 
tained that patrolling by belligerent 
cruisers in “close proximity” to 
ports of the United States was in- 
consistent with the treatment to be 
expected from the vessels of a 
friendiv power in time of war. 
Great Britain did not admit the le- 
gal correctness of the position of 
the United States, but promised to 
do everything possible to avoid an- 
noving American shipping. While no 
formal announcement was made, it 
was considered probable the United 
States would take a similar position 
with regard to German submarine 
operations. 

LANSING’S POSITION. 

There was absolutely no indica- 
tion that the President and Secre- 
tary ne had any ground for 
thinking Germany had violated its 
promises not to attack merchant- 
men without warning, and without 
providing for the safety of the pas- 
sengers and crews. It was stated, 
however, that evidence was still be- 
ing collected and that no final de- 
cision on this point had been 
reached. 

Secretary Lansing came to Long 
Branch at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 
President Wilson was at the station 
to meet him. It was the first time 
he and Secretary Lansing had seen 
each other since the President left 
Washington early in September. 
They went immediately to Shadow 
Lawn. 

There was ne discussion of the 
submarine question until 8 o'clock 
tonight, when dinner was finished. 

en the President and Secretary 
Lansing went into the entire ques- 
tion in detail. It was said at Shadow 
Lawn they would confer until so late 
there was no possibility of an an- 
nouncement tonight. Secretary 
Lansing expects to return to Wash- 
ington tomorrow morning. 

GERMAN POLITICS, 


Internal politics in Germany in 
connection with submarine warfare, 
on which Ambassador Gerard is re- 
ported to have brought information 
from Berlin, caused much discus- 
sion among officials here today. It 
was stated on the highest authority 
here a few days ago that the Ameri- 
can government has been hearing 
reports for months that Germany 
was preparing to violate its prom- 
ises, but that it would take no offi- 
cial notice of such reports unless 
they were borne out by actions. 

Shortly before Secretary Lansing 
arrived here, Jules Jusserand, the 
French Ambassador, conferred with 
President Wilson, chiefly on Mex- 
ican affairs. He said he came to en- 
list the support of the President in 
obtaining the rescinding of a decree 
issued by the Carranza government 
which has had the effect of “seques- 
trating” about $60,000,000 of French 
money invested in two banks in Mex- 
ico City. 

Vance C. McCormick, chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee, 
took luncheon with the President 
today, but declared afterward that 
the submarine question had not been 
discussed. 

“That is a governmental, not a po- 
litical question, and therefore it was 
not taken up,“ Mr. McCormick said. 

Arrangements were made at the 
conference for a political rally to be 
held at Shadow Lawn October 28, 
which has been designated as 
“Woodrow Wilson Day“ by the Dem- 
ocratic campaign managers. On 
that day the President will deliver a 
speech here and will read a message 
to American voters which will be 
read at meetings now being arranged 
in towns, big and small, in every sec- 
tion of the country.

In American circles in Berlin it is 
believed that the President should 
take three steps to avoid the resump-

2000 military aviators. 

Second: The United States should 
build and man a fleet of at least one 
thousand swift submarine destroy- 
ers of the type now used 
British. 

If the United States had such fleets 
the supporters of Von Tirpitz could 
no longer argue, as they can today 
with some reason, that the United 
States could do Germany no actual 
military harm, and Ambassador Ger- 
ard and the Chancellor would have 
a trump card to lay on the table at 
the great headquarters when the 
sink-without-warning game is played 
next time. 

The third chief recommendation 
which it is believed Ambassador Ger- 
ard will make to the President is 
that the British be forced at once to 
stop removing the first-class mail 
from the steamers which ply be- 
tween the United States, Holland, 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden. And 
I believe that the Ambassador will 
fo so far as to recommend, in case 
the British should refuse to allow 
the passage of the first-class mail, 
that an auxiliary cruiser of the 
United States be sent every three 
weeks to carry the mails to and 
from Denmark. Such a move by the 
United States would create a tide of 
sentiment against sinking without 
warning.

Food Few Days Adds to Joy and 
Length of Life—Try Out Theory 
and Find it has no Terrors.

CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—A starvation 
period is an excellent substitute for 
a month's vacation in the mountains, 
according to Prof. Anton Carlson of 
the University of Chicago, physiology 
department. He and an assistant 
went without food for five days and 
claim to have proved the theory. 
They continued their usual work 
during the entire period it was an- 
nounced today. 

“Occasional periods of starvation,” 
declares Dr. Carlson, “Say once or 
twice a year in the case of healthy 
adult persons, may not only add to 
the joy of living but to the length 
of life. Our discomfort at no time 
was sufficient to interfere seriously 
with work. 

“Accounts of acute suffering from 
mere starvation must, therefore, be 
wholly imaginary, or the result of 
fear or panic.”

a Coroner’s jury was 
holding an inquest yesterday 
into the causes of the death 

of S. O. Morgan, Howard Missildine, 
46 years old, No. 245% South Spring 
street, died in the County Hospital, 
the second victim of the tragedy 
precipitated when Clarence A. Tolle, 
law student, rammed his automobile 
into a group of pedestrians waiting 
for a street car in Vernon Sunday. 

Although Tolle already faced a 
charge of manslaughter, the Coro- 
ner’s jury failed to hold him re- 
sponsible for the killing of Mr. Mor- 
gan. Coroner Hartwell was exas- 
perated at the finding, declared there 
were indications of questionable in- 
fluence being used in that the wit- 
nesses which he had himself sub- 
poenaed failed to appear. 

The jury returned a verdict to the 
effect Mr. Morgan, who was 55 years 
old and lived at No. 339 West Kib- 
bey street, came to his death as the 
result of a blow on the chest, Caus- 
ing a collapse of the lungs and re- 
ceived in an automobile accident. 
Then four of the jurymen certified to 
a verdict the accident was unavoid- 
able.

HE OHARTER AMENDMENTS. 

Los Angeles voters will have another 
important duty to perform on the 24th inst., 
when they should go to the polls and de- 
cide thé fate of fourteen charter amend- 
ments that the City Council has offered for 
their consideration. 

The Times has made a careful study of 
the proposed new laws and gives herewith 
a concreté Gefinition of them, the aim be- 
ing to furnish the voters ia 
analysis of each amendment. 

Amendment No. 1 ‘adthorizes the 
dation of the city and county tax and as- 
sessor’s offices. This is ailvisable, as there 
is nothing to lose and everything to gain.

Amendment No. 2 2 tor special 
elections being held in conjunction with 
county and State elections. Under exist- 
ing laws this cannot be done. If the amend- 
ment is ratified the taxpayers will be saved 
considerable money annually because there 
are many people in Los Angeles who have 
an insatiable desire for special elections, 
all of which are very expensive. ~— 
Amendment No. 3 has been before the 
people twice, and voted down each time. 
While some of ite features are reasonable 
enough, it has so many Saws that it fs not 
considered wise or expedient td ratify it. 
It provides for a borou&h system, but be 
cause it does not give the boroughs specific 
powers for the regulation of police and fire 
departments, and prohibits them exercising 
the functions enjoyed by the city at large, 
the amendment is meeting severe criticism. 
It provides for the creation of borough 
boards empowered to regulate the care of 
streets, etc., and each board can delegate 
a member to appear before the Council, the 
latter body being duty-bound to hear him. 
This is not considered of importance, be- 
cause any citizen now has the right to go 
before the Council. The fact that the 
amendment permits a borough to tax it- 
self in addition to the city and county taxes 
is not safe because, if an part of

amendment is not fair to the boroughs. 
Amendment No. 4 merely broadens’ the 
poWer of the Council in relation to grade . 
crossings, providing for elevation or de- 
pression of railway or railroad tracks. 
Amendment No. 5. Our existing laws ap- 
ntly do not give a clear definition of 
‘municipal affairs.“ and this amendment 
specifies whatever capes that were omitted 


from the original charter. It is deemed a 


good amendment, as it will give the city 
more power in the enforcement of laws. 
Amendment No. 6 bas Uttle to recom- 


mend it. On the surface it only provides for 


the éity entering into competition with in- 


dividual contractors for city work. Such 


hs have been tried in other cities and m- 

bly have been found more expensive 
to the taxpayers, chiefly because employees 
of a municipality seldom do as efficient 
work as those employed by indfviduals. It 
is not a good policy for a city to get into 
the general contracting bisiness. 

Amendment No. 7 authorizes the city 

Ye rights of way through public parks. 

e plan is bitterly opposed by the Park 
Commission. It might result in destroying 
the beauty of our parks and open the way 
to endless grafting. 

Amendment No. 8 is the result of the 
trouble that arose over the proffered gift 
of $100,000 made by Col. Orimth to the 
city. The matter has been carried to the 
Supreme Court for settlement. Councilman 
Wheeler and others think the city should 
have the right to accept such gifts and 
maintain them. It ts considered the best 
judgment to let the Supreme Court decide 
the issue. 

Amendment No. 9 provides for the crea- 
tion of districts within the city, giving them 
authority to vote bonds tor improvements. 
Los Angeles and any part of it is suffering 
aor from taxation ‘and no avenues 

d be opened that would permit further 

Amendment No. 10. The city now has 
authority to sell power without a two-thirds 
vote of the people. This amendment will 
permit it to dispose of city water in the 
Same way. With considerable surplus wa- 
ter and a chance to reap some revenue from 
it, the plan is a good one. 

Amendment No. 11 provides for the pay 

ment of city employees weekly or semi- 
weekly. It does not pene it compulsory, 
the expedjency being left to the judgment 
of the Conncil. 
Amendment No. 12. Our Councilmen feel 
that they earn their money in five days of 
each week and want to be relieved of the 
irksome duty of reporting every Saturday 
morning. They seldom do anything on that 
morning, anyway, and the amendment pro- 
viding for five days each week has little 
or no opposition. 

Amendment No. 13. The Harbor 
has been greatly handicapped in the past 
few years because it had no emergency 
fund. This amendment gives it authority 
to make emergency contracts, and inas- 
much as there are times, such as In floods, 


when ready money is most desirable, and 


for the benefit of the taxpayer, the board 
ghould have such authority. 
Amendment No. 14 was copied from the 
cuarter Of New York City. It gives the 
city authority to borrow money in anticl- 
pation of its revenues, and its ratification is 
urgéd because It is expected to save the tax- 
payers fully $60,000 per year. For instance, 
the city now carries approximately $1,500,- 
000 in its surplus fund, the purpose being 
to take care of the three months interven- 
ing between the time taxes are due and 
paid, these months being September, Octo- 
ber and November. It is argued that the 
city hever needs more than $600,000 for 
that period, and it is ridiculous to keep 
such a large surplus fund. The ‘saving 
would be on the interest to be derived from 
the difference. In addition the city would 
never be embarrassed for money if it had

ACADEMIC FREEDOM. | 
BY FRANK ANDREWS FALL, 
d., 

Dursar of New York University. 
REEDOM of speech in American 
colleges and universities, a live 
topic among educators ‘tor sev- 
peer decades, has been brought to | 
the front again at the beginning of a 
new academic year. At the recent 
meeting of the American Association 
of University Professors three cases 
of dismissal were considered. in 
one case the contention of the pro- 
fessor that he was sacrificed because 
of his opinions on public questions, 
expressed outside of the university, 
was upheld by the association. 

While the problem is by no means 
settled, and some educators believe 
that very little new light has been 
shed upon it by this latest investi- 
gation, one thing stands out clearly 
enough—the governing boards of the 
universities have no blacklist of pro- 
fessors who believe in free 
and act in accordance with their be- 
lief. This is evidenced by the fact 
that two of the men dismissed now 
hold important’ positions in 
other universities. 

The trustees of one university, in 
dismissing a professor, maintained 
that his efforts were “constantly 
misunderstood by the public and by 
many parents of students; and that 
“his methods, language and temper 
ament provoked continued and wide- 
spread criticism alike from parents 
of students and = the general 
public, who. knew him only by his 
public utterances.” 

In the 8 of the association’s 
committee it is asserted that this 
professor “failed of reappointment 
because of criticisms outside the 
university, arising at least in part 
from his éxtramural utterances 
criticisms which the trustees not 
only refrain from expressly indors- 
ing; but which they assert to be 
based upon -K. 

Undoubtedly an important element 
in this case, and in others ‘of the 


| same kind, is the unfortunate dispo-
